John Gunaca Goes fo Prison 


Judge Clarence Rinehard of Chippewa 


Falls hss performed a service to the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin by sentencing 
John 


Gunaca to three year? in Waupun for the 
brtral bea'.ir.s of two non-striking Kohler 
company employes. 


On July 4. 1954 an automobile cam-ing 


*>"ee men was driven into a gasoline sta- 
tion a: Sheboysan Falls operated by 
"William Bersch. Sr.. and his son. William. 
Jr. According :o :he testimony of William 
Bersch. Jr.. the men in the automobile 
were '"•oo.-iina for trouble.'' The young 
Bersch had returned to work at the Kohler 
crmpar.y about a week before. Bersch said 
the tar was driven by Nick Vrckovic. a 
rr.err.ber of :he striking Local 833 of the 
Kohler plant. Bersch said he recognized 
VrAovic readily as he had worked with 
r.-m for several years at Kohler. In the car 
al?o with Vrcko\ic was John Gunaca, ac- 
cordins to Bersch. The third man he did 
no: recorr.i^e and he has not been identi- 
f.ec. The men :n the automobile accused 
vouns Bersch of "scabbing"' at Kohler. 


Bersch told Vrckovic that he was "just 


looking for trouble" and then Bersch en- 
tered the filling station office to telephone 
the police. However, while he was dialing 
the phone, he said. Gunaca entered the of- 
fice behind him. jerked the cord out of his 
hand, tore the ends of the wire out of the 
box mounted on the wall of the station and 
then struck Bersch on the left temple. 
knocking him against an- iron safe in the 
corner. While he was on the floor his 
father was attacked and so badly beaten 
that he later spent 18 months in a hospital. 
Sixteen 
months later he died. While 


Gunaca was not charged with causing the 
Iran's death young Bersch on the stand said 
that two doctors had told him there was "a 
cause and effect relationship" between the 
beating and the death. Gunaca offered no 
defense. 


The crime was committed in 1954 but 


Gunaca was not brought to trial earlier be- 
cause he left Wisconsin and returned to 
Michigan shortly after the beating. He had 
been in Sheboygan since April 19. 1954 un- 


der assignment by the shop committee of 
the UAW local at the Briggs Manufactur- 
ing company hi Detroit. He could not be 
returned to Wisconsin because Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan repeatedly 
refused to sign the necessary extradition 
papers. When the National Labor Relations 
Board wanted Gunaca's testimony to com- 
plete its record on the Kohler strike it 
moved its hearing from Sheboygan to Iron 
Mountain. Mich. Gunaca attended and 
there he denied any part of the beatings 
and said he was not on the premises of the 
filling station when the beamings occurred. 
In March. 1958. when Gunaca was on the 
witness stand before the Senate Rackets 
committee which was then investigating 
the Kohler stnke. he refu-ed to answer 
questions relating to the alleged assault. 


The DOSition of Gov. Williams in refus- 


ing to extradite Gunaca on the ground 
that he could not get a fair trial in Wis- 
consin was an insult to the people of this 
state. !t enabled this hired thug to carry on 
a delaying action which onh served to em- 
phasize the insults offered fay Gov. Wil- 
liams and was a bad example for law en- 
forcement throughout the nation. 


Thus we think Judge Rinehard per- 


formed a sreat service for Wisconsin in re- 
fusing to be a part of any dickering be- 
tween the Gunaca attorney and the She- 
boygan county district attorney, and for 
speeding straight ahead with what he con- 
ceived to be his duty. He said. "The court 
must rest its decision on the public good, 
considering the society as a whole. Th$ 
court has a duty to create an example to 
others" and he added. "The acts committed 
on that July 4th in a peaceful community 
speak louder than words." 


It is unnecessary to add. but it cannot 


go unnoticed, that the results of this trial 
are notice to the labor leaders in Detroit 
that the importation of brutal goons to 
support unions in any Wisconsin dispute 
do more harm than good. Furthermore. it 
is notice to all goons who are for hire that 
they should avoid accepting jobs m Wis- 
consin. 
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The decision of the jury in the Talla- 


hassee trial of four white men accused of 
raping a Xegro girl appears appropriate 
from the evidence given in the newspapers. 
But when members of the jury insist that 
race w-as never involved in the case they 
are wrong. Racial tension in pan caused 
the crime, the law that involves a possible 
death penalty for the crime, and the alti- 
tudes of the panic-pants, lawyers and 
jury members. 


Florida, like many southern states, has 


the death penalty as mandatory for rape 
\vhen no mercy is recommended by the 
jury. The seventy of the sentence was ob- 
viously intended to deter Negroes from 
attacks on white women. Xo white man has 
ever died by court action in the South for 
the rape of a Xegro. but there have been 
many executions of Xegroes for like at- 
tacks on white women. 


Defense lawyers attempted to excuse 


their clients on the basis of alcohol, de- 
orived childhoods and even insanity. But 


the real excuse, if there was one. for the 
crime was the atmosphere in which the 
defendants had grown up. The men were 
obviously amazed at their arrest and the 
possibility that they might die for the 
crime: a Xegro is after all. fair game in 
their society. And the girl apparently of- 
fered liule actual physical resistance for 
the same reason. A white g:rl under simi- 
lar circumstances might have resisted more 
forcibly and also might have- been killed to 
prevent her from identifying her attackers. 


The Tallahassee case is another step on

Question: i have taken off 


the old varnish from a bu- 
reau and now intend to stain 
it a mahogany color to match 
some other furniture. I would 
like to use regular oil stain.

Answer: First of all. be sure 


you get a light mahogany 
stain. Secondly, thin it with 
turpentine- This fay itself will 
lighten the color. Third, after 
applying the stain, wipe it off 
immediately. By taking these 
three step^. you will find that 
you have left a very, very 
light mahogany color on the 
wood. If it is a little too light, 
apply another coat — again 
wiping it off at once. Continue

The 
top edge of the upper butt 
hinge is marked in line with 
the lower edge of the top rail.
